250,000 majority. 
Governor J.C. Walton issued the | 
following statdment at 9.30 o'clock: | 
“The fight on the invisible empire | 
has just started in Oklahoma. I am 
still governor of the state.” 
Martial law statutes throughout 
the state will remain unchanged, the 
executive stated. ! 

Troops which had been held in| 
eserve during the day for any emer. | 
gency were not used, he said, and 
no disorders or requests for services 
of guardsmen were received. 


In a statement issued tonight, Re- 
presentative W. D. McBee, of Ste- 
phen county, said that “such an 


overwhelming majority had repu- 
diated Governor Walton's adminis- 
tration that it no longer can be re- 
presentative of a smal! portion of 
the people.” 

The citizens of the state ignore | 
the decree of the executive post-| 
poning the election. The courts will 
probably be required to pass upon | 
the legality of the election
